The c'ose of the afternoon session 
left the leader of the opposition quite 
disconcerted by the effect the prem- 
ier’s reply had had upon his carefully 
prepared and well delivered speech, 
while by ten o’elock his colleague,Mr. 
Hiebert, was feeling quite uncomiort- 
able at the manner in which the min- | 
ister of public works in a few :

utes of cool, balanced speaking and

The facts of Mr, Cushing’s argu- 
ment as to Alberta’s assets and rev- 
enue and the way in which these are 
handled were insurmountable.
